COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Dear Sirs: 



In response to the Notice of Allowability and Reasons for Allowance (RFA) mailed June 
20, 2006, the applicant submits the following comments in response thereto. 

While the prosecution history clearly evidences the following points, the applicant wants 
to reiterate certain aspects. The Busack reference does not permit the user to view image signals 
produced by a camera at the event. Instead, Busack describes a system that allows a remote 
person to watch, over the World Wide Web^ a replication of the race on a simulated track. 
Busack' s receivers 40 are intended only for remote use; not for use by users who are watching 
the event live while at the event. Busack' s system includes location transmitters and receivers 
that cooperate to track the position of the cars. Busack's system does not include any cameras at 
the race. Therefore, Bvisack's system is incapable of transmitting image signals to the receivers 
40. 

For the avoidance of doubt, the distinctions over Busack, and the prior art as a whole, are 
independent of the mechanical aspects of the device, in that the claims are not limited to any

particuiar type of portable audio/visual device shape or structure. For example, the device may 
be a laptop computer, a PDA, a cell phone, a Blackberry type device, and any other type of 
portable device. Claims 88 and 89 are not limited to head mounted displays. Only dependent 
claims 54 and 75 require the display to be head mounted. Also, claims 88 and 89 are not limited 
to any particular type of headphones. Claims 88 and 89 do not require the noise attenuation 
devices to be head mounted. Only dependent claims 53 and 74 require the noise attenuation 
devices to be head mounted. For example, the noise attenuation devices may be implemented as 
headphones of the t>T>e described by Urella (USP 5,138,722). As evidenced in the Office 
Action of August 31, 2005, the examiner interpreted the claimed noise attenuation devices to 
include headphones of any type including the type described by Urella. Claims 88 and 89 do not 
require the receiver, user interface and display to be in a common housing. Only dependent 
claims 44 and 65 require the receiver, user interface and display to be commonly housed in a 
portable hand-held unit. 

FoT the avoidance of doubt, the distinctions over Busack, and the prior art as a whole, are 
transmission independent in that the claims arc not limited to any particular type of wireless 
transmission or any particular configure of transmitters. For example, the receiver in the device 
of claim 88 may receive the audio signals and image signals over common or different wireless 
transmissions. The receiver in the device of claim 88 may receive the audio signals and image 
signals ftom common or different transmitters. Similarly, the interface device of claim 89 may 
transmit the audio signals and image signals over common or different wireless transmissions. 
The interface device of claim 89 may transmit the audio signals and image signals from common 
or different transmitters. For example, the audio signals may be transmitted in the UHF 
frequency range, while the image signals are transmitted at a different frequency range (eg 
2.5GHz). The image signals may be transmitted over common or different frequencies and may 
be time-division multiplexed, frequency division multiplexed, code division multiplexed and the 
like. It is not until dependent claims 55 and 76 that the claims require the image signals to be 
separately transmitted, or until dependent claims 56 and 77 that the claims require the audio 
signals to be separately transmitted.

For the avoidance of doubt, the distinctions over Busack, and the prior art as a whole, the 
claims are not limited solely to video signals. Claims 88 and 89 recite image signals, where at 
least one of the image signals is defined by a camera at the event. It is not until dependent 
claims 86 and 87 that the image signal is required to be a video signal. For example, the image 
signals may be still images, pictures, frozen images, live video, video clips and the like. The 
camera may be a video camera, a photographic camera and the like.
